REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Hellow Citizens of Fremont: 

I respectfully submit the following Report: . Our Schools during 
the past year have been in a great degree, successful. This success 
ig largely due to our Prudential Committees, who have endeavored 
to secure the best teachers available. A few weeks instruction by a 

‘competent teacher is of far more benefit than a long term of school 

with one who is unfit for the position, In teacbing as in other occu- 
pations, those best qualified for the business command the highest. wag- 
es. . It is therefore, as a general rule, poor economy to employ 
cheap teachers, Our Prudential Committees have, for the most part, 
recognized and acted in accordance with these facts, and whenever 
they have done so the resuit has been satisfactory, One of the great- 
eat evils that impair the usefulness of our schools is the irregularity 
of attendance. It is encouraging to observe that the registers present 
a better record than in some previous years, but there is still room 
for improvement. Ofcourse, scholars cannot always prevent being 
tardy or absent, but a more regular attendance could be secured if 
the efforts of teachers were seconded as they should be by the pa- 
rents and scholars. Some of our shcool houses are not what they 
should be; being too small, with uncomfortable seats and no suitable 
arrangements for ventilation. The best interests of the town demand 
that they be replaced by new and suitable buildings. 

Our schools are well supplied with Text. Books. Some changes, 
bowever, might be made to advantage. None have been made during 
She year, as I have not wished to act too hastily in introducing new 
byoks, believing that too frequent changes are not desirable and that

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none should be made unless we are sure it is a change for the better: 
It is due our teachers to say, that while some have attained “& 
greater measure of success than others, all, so far as my observa- 
tion has extended, have endeavored to make the schools of benefit 
to the pupils, and a credit to the town. The following: are a few 
items from the Register of each school, with the 1 pulsed rete 
trom visits to each. . 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
GEORGE W. EMERSON, Prudential Committee.

Wages of teacher 
per month including board, $28 00. Whole number ef scholars, 23. 


Average attendance, 18. Instances of tardiness, 29. Number of 


visits by citizens and others, 13. This school was taught by Mies 


‘H. C. Webster of Derry. It was a pleasant school and the sc bolars 
made good progress, Miss Webster is an excellemt teacher and has 


the faculty of keeping a school room very quiet with very little per- 
ceptible exerti n. 


WInTER TEeRM.—Length of school, 9 1-2 weeks. Wages of teach- 
er per month including board, $30 00. Whole uumber of scholars, 
25. Average attendance, 19. Instances of tardiness, 35. Number 
of visits by citizens and others, 17. Bertha E. Bartlett was neither 
absent nor tardy. Arthur B, Hook and Albert A. Sanborn were not 
absent one-half day. 

This school was under the instruction of Miss Susan F, Gauls 
of Kingston, and sustained its previous good reputation, The ex- 
ercises at the closing examination were equally interesting to the 
visitors, and creditable to teacher and pupils. ‘This district has been 
favored with excellent teachers for several years, and is in fime con- 
dition in consequence. There are many promising scholars, and 
they deserve a better school house. | 


DISTRICT NO. 2.

Wages of teacher including board, $3- 00 per month. “Whole num- 
ber of scholars, 38. Average attendance, 30 2-3. Instances uf tar-

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diness, 67. " Nember of visits by citizens and others, 12. Jennie 
M: Pickering, Charles E. Beede, and Willie J. Ladd were neither 
absent nor tardy. Willie B. Beede was not absent one-half day. 
This school was taught by Miss Alice S. Nichols, an experienced and 
successful teacher. She gained the affection and respect of her 
pupils to a remarkable degree, and at the same time inspired them 
with something of ber own energy and perseverance. Of course the 
school was successful in the best sense of the word. 


Winter Term.—Teacher, Miss Julia E. Wallace of New Hamp- 
ton. Length of school, 5 weeks. Wages of teacher, $3400 per 
month including board. Whole number of scholars, 34, Average 
attendance, 30 1-3. Instances of tardiness, 9. Albinus S, Carr, 
Frank Clement. Annie A. Brown and Lizzie C. Adams were 
neither absent nor tardy. Frank E. Fuller was not absent one-half 
‘day. Miss Wallace is a teacher of several years experience, but was 
unfortunately obliged by ill health to leave the school at the end of 
five weeks. I can give no report of the progress of the school, not 
having visited it except at the commencement.

‘Summer Trerm.—Length of school, 8 weeks. Wages of teacher 
‘including board, $20 00 per month. Whole number of scholars, 25. 
Average attendance, 20. Instances of tardiness, 19. Number of 

“visits by citizens and others, 20. This school was taught by Miss 
Susie H. Gerdon of Brentwood; this being her first term. The dis- 
‘cipline was not quite as strict as it should have been:

_) including board, $40 00 per month. Whole number of scholars, 21. 
Average attendance, 19 1-30. Instances of tardiness, 10. Number 
of visits by citizens and others, 11. Samuel K. Yeaton, Fred. C. Ly- 
ford and Albert S. Hylan were neither absent nor tardy. Mary O. 
Gilman, Etta M. Yeaton and Arthur T. Smith were not absent one- 
half day. ‘Teacher, Mr. H. F, Norris of West Epping. Mr. Norris 
is a thorough instructor and disciplinarian, which was exactly what 
the school needed. It is to be regretted that all the parents in the 
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district were not present at the examination, to see what scholars can 
accomplish, even in a short time, when under the care of a compe- 


tent, energetic instructor. To this school, I think, belongs the cred-— 


it of making the greatest improvement in the least time.

Average attendance, $13 23-40. Instances of tardiness, 37. Num- 
ber of visits by citizens and others, 6, Walter C. Burnap, Arthur 
Burnap, Susan R. York and Joseph W. York were not absent one- 
half day during the term. 


Sreconp TrermM.—Length of school, 11 weeks. Whole number of 
scholars, 13.. Average attendance, 10. Instances of tardiness, 23. 
Number of visits by citizens and others, 5. Bee of teacher, game 
as first term. 


Mrs. Augusta S. Dhak tnbhl both terms. The scholars were 


few in number and nearly all quite young, and of course the school 
could not be as interesting as one containing more advanced schol- 
ars, but Mrs, Doak proved herself to be faithful and efficient, and 
there was a marked progress in the school.
